INSTRUCTIONS TO LOCAL CIVIL SERVICE 
MITTRKS. 

In order to extern! the scope of the Civil 
Service Committee of the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf, Local Civil Service Com- 
mittees are appointed. 

There are many who need to be assisted 
to job* and positions other than to those 
handed out by the government. 

Local Committees will, therefore, study 
the employment question, collect industrial 
information and ascertain as far as practi- 
cable what class of work is most suitable for 
the deaf. They will * to ^et 

acquainted with business men and employ- 
ment agencies of their respective localities, 
so that through their acquaintance they 
may assist deserving deaf persons in obtain- 
ing employment of whatever nature. 
Through these means many unemployed 
may obtain jobs, either permament or 
temjxjrary, to their advantage aud pro! 

This may prove of mart practical benefit 
to the rank and file than securing govern- 
ment jobs for the few. 

If any discriminstion exists against the 
seeking employment, not merely under the 
Government but anywhere, it is the duty of 
lyocal Committees to report the tame to the 
Central Committee aud also to secure 
justice if possible.

Another thing that is not mention- 
ed in the above circular. We want 
a list of occupations held by the deaf, 
not only in each locality represented, 
but also in all other places within 
the State represented. State commit- 
tees would do well to prepare blanks 
and get them filled out at their next 
state conventions. All such lists 
should be sent to Mr. 0, M. Tee- 
garden, Secretary of the Natioual 
Civil Service Committee, before No- 
vember 1st, 1916. 

Here is a case for Mr. Albert Berg, 
Chairman of the Local Civil Service 
Committee for Indiana. 

Being informed that the United 
iTBKTJI Of America Techni- 



cal School of Printing in Indian- 
apolis had decided to exclude deaf 
students after an experiment, your 
chairman wrote to the director to as- 
certain the truth of this information, 
and received the following reply ; 

M We do not educate deaf students and 
cannot say what proportion might make 
good. The most apt one of several deaf 
students who were educated here several 
years ago, was kept in different positions 
through influence of the school for a year 
and finally ceased writing. 

Neither is it possible to compare the work 
on machines of persons who hear and those 
who do not, for the reason that we have not 
had sufficient number to make comparison. 
The efficiency of the operator does not 
depend wholly on his ability to read copy 
and follow it, but on the facility of orders 
to the operator. 

This is a private school, supported by an 
organization of employers. Lessons are 
given at cost in order to develop the most 
efficient men passible for the trade. We 
cannot accommodate an occasional deaf stu- 
dent in a large class of other students. The 
nine other students who are paying for the 
time of the instructor, will not wait for 
him to write out the work for the deaf per- 
son. The claim that deaf persons can in- 
terpret the lips does not apply to unfamiliar 
technical training, so far as our experience 
goes. 

The employers supporting this school do 
not feel that they can encourage the teach- 
ing of persons they do not care to emplov 
after they have been instructed. They 
contend that schools for the deaf should 
arrange to train deaf students. Further 
information on the subject is contained in 
circular herewith.

The circular mentioned is " The 
Deaf- Mute and Linotype In- 
struction." It is so important 
that it should be published in its en- 
tirety for the perusal of the American 
deaf. Its reasons for rejecting deaf 
students are not sufficiently strong, 
in the face of the fact that elsewhere 
there are successful linotype opera- 
tors among the deaf. Quite a 
number have come to our knowledge, 
and they are doing as well as their 
hearing fellow-workers. 

The circular runs thus : 



TlIK HRAF-MUT8 AND LINOTYPE INSTRUC- 
TION, 

" That a thorough knowledge of the 
Linotype machine and ability to operate it, 
is one of the shortest cuts to a good income, 
is conceded by all who have studied the 
field of employment. Rut the idea that 
Linotype operation may be acquired in a 
short time by any one, is a serious mistake. 
In this field, the price which attaches to 
the labor is not governed by the number of 
men in the business, but instead bv the in 
tellectuality and abilitv back of those per- 
sons who claim to be operators or machin- 
ist-operators. 

In the Linotype Department, none but 
the proficient can be profitably employed, 
and there is no product of the business that 
can be measured and estimated so 
easily as o, k. Linotype composition. Be- 
cause of the ease and certainty of estima- 
tions, the relation of product to expense is 
better and more generally understood in 
this department than in any other. To 
install a machine calls for an investment of 
$5,500. To make a profit on the invest- 
ment calls for an income of $1 25 per hour. 
A result of 32,000 ems correct ed matter 
every eight hours must show in the proofs. 
This means that the operator shall easily 
set 5,000 ems per hour. To be proficient 
and maintain this speed requires^ high de- 
gree of intelligence, a good knowledge of 
BngUth grammar, punctuation and spell- 
ing, together with some natural mechani- 
cal ability. A£full command of the facul* 
ties and senses must be had at all til 
a keen appreciation of soun 
necessary to the prop*- 
chine. Every part of the machine has a note 
particularly its own. All the notes com- 
bined form a melody familiar only to the 
practical operator. A slight discord in the 
melody is a warning that some part of the 
machine is out of order and needs imme- 
diate attention to prevent breaks, delay 
and repair expenses. Thus to maintain 
the necessary speed, unobstructed work is 
required. Continual breaks, delays in 
communicating orders or other Interfax* 
ences will not be tolerated by the man 
who pays the bills. The employer, after 
all, is the umpire in this game of business. 
His decision must ever regulate the trade 
school, so long as he, more than any other, 
ts supporting the trade school, 
money is put into it in order to raise the 
standard of the employee. If the trade 

I does not maintain a standai 
proficiency above the ordinary, there is 
little if any excuse for its existence. 

The same difficulties encountered by the 
employer in saving the niacin*., 
commit uicating orders, are e 
the class-room where the deaf student is 
attempting, with others who can hear, to 
master the machine. It is impossible to 
properly educate a deaf student under 
these conditions. His presence in a class 
of sixteen other students is obviously 
unjust to all members ot the class 
stop and write out instruction fot him is 
robbing fifteen others of the time which 
Is theirs by rij^ht of purchase. On the 
other hand, to pass over the points without 
g him a thorough understanding, is 
an injustice to the one who cannot 
prebend the instruction through word of 
mouth. 

The constantly repeated assertion that 
the deaf student can interpret the •- 
msuts of the lips of the instructor, does not 



agree with experience at the School. It is 
true that many can read ordinary conver- 
sation, but the technic of the machine, or 
other unfamiliar talk, does not lend itself 
readily to this method of communication, 
and we find that the student does not 
interpret sufficient of such talk to com- 
prehend the instruction. Consequently, it 
has been necessary to write out most of 
the instruction thus far given to deaf 
students. 

Of all deaf students who have gone forth 
from this class of the School, only one, so 
far as we have been able to learn, has in 
any measure made good, and the excep 
tion has not been successful to an extent 
that should encourage others in a similar 
investment. This experience leads to the 
conclusion that attempts to instruct deaf 
persons in mixed classes is wrong and 
should not be continued. 

If profitable employment in this line 
may be procured for deaf students, their 
instruction in an institution for the deaf 
would add a branch which might become 
financially profitable. The trade school as 
now established and supported does not 
afford a good opportunity in Linotype for 
the deaf student." 

DEAFNESS is the chief reason 
for refusing to take deaf students, so 
this exclusion places a ban on the 
deaf as far as linotype operating in 
Indianapolis is concerned. Thus 
chances for employment among the 
deaf are seriously reduced on this 
score. 

But in New York the case is 
widely different. While Indian- 
apolis has left the deaf out in the 
cold, New York receives them with 
open arms, as the following letter 
from the Mergen thaler Linotype* 
Company shows : — 

" In reply to your inquiry as to whethe f 
we take deaf-mutes as students, we are in- 
closing herewith circulars outlining the 
conditions under which students are 
admitted to our instruction department at 
our factory in Brooklyn. 

As to whether they make successful 
Linotype operators, the writer has per- 
sonal knowledge of several deaf-mutes who 
have made very goo*l operators, but in 
every case they were printers before they 
took up the work of operating the Lino- 
type. The only instance of a blind person 
operating our machine that we have know- 
ledge of, is the one mentioned in the De- 
cember Linotype Bulletin.

The "conditions*' mentioned are: 
A Regular student must be either a 
purchaser or user of the Linotype, 
or the employee of such purchaser 
or user; if an employee, he must get 
a letter of introduction from his 
employer; this letter should state 
that the employer desires that the 
bearer shall take the Linotpye Com- 
pany's course of instruction, and 
that he is to return to his employ at 
the end of the course; the student 
must be an experienced compositor 
or have a practical knowledge of the 
printing business. There are other 
conditions such as required com- 
formity to the rules and regulations 
of the Instruction Room, paying 
traveling expenses, board, and inci- 
dental expenses, etc., but not one of 
them requires that only hearing per- 
sons be admitted. 

The Inland Printing Company, of 
Chicago, also admits that deaf stu- 
dents, and commends them as suc- 
cessful Linotype operators. 

So the Indianapolis printing office 
needs to rub the scales from its eyes. 
It is about a thousand years behind 
the times. 

Now that we have given the facts, 
Mr. Berg should go to work and set 
his local school of printing right as 
far as the deaf are concerned. 

We have reported progress, and 
are now awaiting developments — 
results,

An audience that completely fill- 
ed the Guild room In AM SouIh' 
Parish House greeted Dr. E H 
Cuirier, Principal of the New York 
Institution for the Deaf, on the 
occasion of his lectuie on Laurent 
Clerc, before Clerc Literary Associa- 
tion, on Saturday evening, Febru- 
ary 27th. He arrived at the Parish 
House eaily enough to allow a com- 
plete inspection of the building, be- 
fore giving his lecture, under Mrs. 
M. J. Syle's guidance, and express- 
ed both surprise and pleasure at 
the beauty and size of the rooms 

It was half past eight when Pre- 
sident Stevens called the meeting 
to order, aud introduced Dr. Currier 
in a few choice words. And then 
there rose up before us the tall, 
stately form of the lecturer, whose 
military bearing impressed us, 
though, instead of an uniform, he 
wote full dress. After making a 
courtly bow, he expressed his plea- 
sure at the oppoitunity of meeting 
the Philadelphia deaf again and 
took occasion to make a sly dig at 
the JOURNAL, correspondent, who 
sat close to the platform, by saying 
that his trip to this city had not 
been made on the "boss cars." 
Well, hia fine appearance and 
buoyant spirit compelled us to be- 
lieve that he told the truth. 

In his introductory remarks, Dr. 
Currier complimented the Clerc 
Literary Associatien on the »p 
proach of ita Golden Jubilee and the 
intention to celebrate it. He then 
gave an excellent biographical 
sketch of the life of Laurent Clerc, 
the great deaf benefactor of the 
deaf in America, and namesake of 
the Association before which he 
appeared. He expressed the belief 
that the incident iu Clere's early 
life which is said to have caused 
his affliction, may have been part 
of the Divine providence to prepare 
him for a life of beneficence among 
his class of people in later life. Be 
showed Clerc to have been remark- 
ably successful in his studies, in 
his native country, and in his rapid 
acquisition of an English vocabu- 
lary to fit him for the work in 
America. He offered samples of 
O'i English, which he had 
mastered in so comparatively a 
tbOfti time as to make him appear 
nothing less than a genius. And 
lastly, but not leastly, he elaborat 
ed 00 the beautiful and unselfish 
spirit by Clerc iu leaving homo, 
family and friends, to benefit his 
fellow deaf in a strange country. 
Having received freely, he gave 
freely. That was the Clkrc 
SPIRIT, a noble spirit, indeed ; and 
one which al) educated deaf should 
rnbibed with for the welfare of 
their fellow-deaf and countrymen. 
Dr. Currer again praised the 
intention of holding a jubilee cele- 
iob as a most excellent oppor- 
tunity to honor the memory of 
Clerc, and he wished it all manner 
of success, and a happy and profit- 
able time for all. 

Hearty applause greeted the lec- 
turer at his conclusion, and a vote 
of thanks was tendered him.
